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Downtown  2030  Committee 

This  week  at  the  DT2030  Committee  meeting,  CCA  members  received  a  project 
update  on  My  Figueroa.  We  also  discussed  the  DTLA  Innovation  District,  and  an 
agenda  to  sustain  to  the  Downtown  Renaissance. 

The  construction  contract  for  the  My  Fig  project  was  awarded  in  August  to 
All-American  Asphalt.  Construction  is  expected  to  last  for  approximately  200  days 
and  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  June  2017.  The  construction  staging  schedule 
is  still  being  developed,  but  those  interested  are  encouraged  to  sign  up  for 
real-time  updates  at  myfiqueroa.com.  The  My  Fig  project  will  transform  the 
Figueroa  Corridor  by  improving  mobility  for  vehicles,  bicyclists,  pedestrians  and 
transit-users  by  installing  bus  platforms  with  amenities,  widened  sidewalks, 
wayfinding  signage  and  protected  bike  lanes.  The  project  encompasses  Figueroa 
from  7th  Street  to  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Boulevard,  as  well  as  11th  Street  from 
Figueroa  to  Broadway  and  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Boulevard  to  Exposition  Park. 

My  Fig  was  initiated  over  six  years  ago  and  there  is  great  excitement  on  how  it  will 
further  connect  Downtown  and  South  Los  Angeles. 

The  Committee  also  learned  about  the  DTLA  Innovation  District  that  has  been 
initiated  by  the  Downtown  Center  Business  Improvement  District  (DCBID).  The 
Innovation  District  is  an  exciting  strategy  to  bring  together  the  diverse  and  unique 
assets  of  DTLA.  It  will  be  the  foundation  for  the  second  phase  of  the  Downtown 
Renaissance  and  represents  a  concentrated  effort  to  attract  residents,  retailers 
and  employers.  This  dynamic  and  generative  strategy  is  inclusive  and  supports  the 
creation  of  housing  at  all  income  levels,  as  well  as  jobs  to  meet  varied  skill  sets. 
The  goals  of  Innovate  DTLA  include  promoting  DTLA  as  a  place  of  innovation  and 
creativity;  supporting  the  existing  innovation  ecosystem;  attracting  more  creative 
companies  and  innovative  individuals  to  DTLA;  and  encouraging  policies  and 
practices  that  nurture  innovation  and  creativity.  The  DCBID  expects  to  release  the

At  the  committee  meeting  there  was  a  clear  synergy  between  Innovate  DTLA  and 
an  agenda  to  sustain  the  Downtown  Renaissance.  Members  had  a  round-table 
discussion  to  define  what  goals  our  agenda  should  include.  There  was  recognition 
that  the  next  phase  of  the  Renaissance  will  require  broad-based  support  and  an 
agenda  that  is  inclusive.  Members  shared  that  Downtown  is  the  city’s  core  and  the 
place  where  we  can  meaningfully  address  the  housing  crisis  with  density  and 
create  new  jobs  for  high-skilled  workers,  those  without  a  high-school  diploma,  and 
recent  graduates.  We  believe  this  agenda  will  unify  CCA’s  membership  to  act  as  a 
cohesive  voice  to  support  new,  high-caliber  development  projects  and  long-range 
planning  efforts  by  the  City.  CCA  will  continue  to  engage  members  on  the 
development  of  this  agenda.

CCA  IN  ACTION 


Comprehensive  Planning  Reform 

This  Tuesday,  at  the  Planning,  Land  Use  and  Management  Committee,  Council 
members  considered  comprehensive  planning  reform.  The  committee  discussed  a 
possible  ordinance  or  charter  amendments  to  codify  funding  for  updating  the 
general  plan,  what  additional  resources  would  be  necessary  to  accelerate  the 
community  plan  updates  to  six  years  from  ten  years,  establishing  procedures  for 
batching  general  plan  amendments  and  implementing  new  EIR  consultant 
selection  regulations. 

CCA  spoke  in  support  of  requiring  applicants  to  select  and  hire  an  EIR  consultant 
from  a  City  list  of  EIR  consultants.  Under  this  proposal  applicants  would  directly 
contract  and  manage  the  EIR  consultant.  CCA  also  spoke  in  support  of  updating 
the  community  plans.  The  committee  continued  the  item  for  two  weeks  and  asked 
for  several  report  backs  including  the  legality  of  the  City  selecting  an  EIR 
consultant  for  the  applicant  and  timelines  associated  with  placing  a  charter 
amendment  on  the  March  2017  ballot.

Measure  HHH  is  the  City’s  Housing  and 
Homelessness  General  Obligation 
Bond,  which  will  provide  up  to  $1.2B  for 
permanent  supportive  housing, 
affordable  housing  and  facilities  for 
homeless  individuals  like  temporary 
shelters  and  storage.  CCA  supports 
Measure  HHH  because  it  will  create  a 
critical  new  revenue  stream  to  address 
the  homelessness  and  housing  crises.
